DUMBBELL TRIBE 
NEW U. S. MENACE 


Every Day We’re Dumber, 
U. C. Savant Hints. 


eS 


Every day in every way America is 
growing dumber and dumber. 

Proud of her progress and growing 
enlightenment though she may be, 
when an average of intelligence is 
struck among her population it ap- 
pears that this average is tending 
downward, and that Americans are 
in danger of becoming a race of 
“ dumbbells.” 

These conclusions were voiced yes- 
terday by Prof. Forrest A. Kingsbury, 
eminent psychologist of the University 
of Chicago, and an authority, in an ad- 
dress before the university’s school of 
citizenship. 


Cites Wartime Tests. 


In support of his statements Prof. 
Kingsbury cited data gained from 
tests made on soldiers during the war 
—the greatest single experiment of the 
kind ever undertaken, when 1,756,000 
men were psychologically rated. These 
tests showed a remarkably smal! cali- 
\ber brain among American men, he 
| said. He expressed the belief that an- 
other war at this time would bring 
‘even more surprising’ tests. 

| “The results of these tests represent 
an accurate sample of the adult male 
mind of America,” he asserted, “and 
they show that only 12 per cent are. of 
superior or very superior intelligence, 
while 24 per cent are very dull, feéble 
minded, or on the border line.” 


Where Highbrows Lark. 

Members of the superior class pre 
dominate among army officers, college 
trained persons, newspaper men, pro- 
fessional men, and others capable of 
public leadership, and in the other 
class are to be found many of the de- 
fectives and dependents and a dispro- 
portionate percentage of social of- 
fenders. 

“The defective classes are multiply- 
ing more rapidly than those of higher 
levels,” Prof. Kingsbury said. “They 
transmit their defects, either through 
heredity or bad social environment, to 
their offspring, and thus become a 
large and increasing social menace.” 

And Our Public Officials! 


Prof. Kingsbury declared the figures 
disclose a crying need for higher intel- 
ligence standards. 

But “dumbness” is not confined to 
voters, according to Prof. Kingsbury, 
who slammed public officiaidom thus: 

“If public officials were compelled 
to give positive evidence of superior 
mental capacity before their induction 
into office, our city hall, our state capi-

A prominent officia!] believes that the 
birth rate, which has been declining in 
recent years, taking its swiftest drop 
since the war, is due chiefly to German 
birth control agents. 

The 1922 figures, which are just 
available, show the lowest French 
birthrate since 1913, there being only 
759,000 births.

Busch declared that “a very strange 
vet of circumstances” had been uncov-| 
ered during the six hours of hectic 
inquiry. 
Two Separate Files. 

“T find that two separate files have 
been kept in the office concerning the 
claims against the llindis Tunnel com- 
pany,” Mr. Busch said. “One was in 
charge of Cari J. Appel and the other 
in charge of Mr. Hornstein. On its 
face that is very strange. I intend 
to find out whether it was simply the 
result of the demoralized condition of 
the office or for some more mysterious 
reason.” 

During the years—the claims run 
back to 1913—that utility corporations 
have been permitted to “get by” with 
paying the sums specified by contract 
ordinances, legal firms with strong in- 
fluence in city hall affairs have been 
representing certain of the corpora- 
tions. 

The firm of Schuyler & Weinfeid, 
now Ettelson, Schuyler & Weinfeld, as 
former Corporation Counsel Ettelson 
has resumed his membership in it, rep- 
resented the Illinois Tunnel company 
during the seven and one-half years 
that. Mr. Ettelson was the city’s law 
chief. With Mr. Ettelson’s old firm on 
the tunnel company’s pay roll, no pay- 
ments have been made by the concern 
since 1918. 

Act for Tunnel Concern. 

Schuyler & Weinfeld also represented 
the Chicago Terminal and Warehouse 
company, which is affiliated with the 
tunnel company and with it operates 
the system of freight tunnels and ware- 
houses beneath the downtown streets, 
and the warehouse concern has been 
fortunate enough to get out of fran- 
chise payments since 1913. The tun- 
nel company owes the city $201,979 and 
the warehouse concern, $291,087.

How the Crash Occurred. 

According to stories of the accident 

told. by students, two cars containing 


freshmen and juniors were approach-} 


ing the bridge over the drainage canal 
from the north and the machine driven 
by Leahy turned slightly to the left 
to pass a Ford car going in the same 
direction. 

Approaching from the other direc- 
tion was a car driven by Mrs. Winslow. 
Leahy’s car crashed head-on into Mrs. 
Winslow's machine at the south ap- 
proach to the bridge, wrecking both 
ears and burying the occupants under 
the wreckage. 

Passing automobilists started to 
the Evanston hospital with the in- 
jured, but Aubere was dead when they 
reached there. Williams’ 3kull was 
said to be fractured and physicians 
expressed the belief that he cannot 
live. 


Stery of Witness. 


Lawrence Horton, a junior, who was 
driving one of the front cars contain- 
ing juniors and. out of. town friends, 
told this story of the crash: 

“Our car was ahead of the fresh- 
men car, but we were not together. 
We knew they were freshmen from 
their caps. As we drove on the bridge 
their car passed us and raked the rear 
fender of the .Pord as they went 
around it. 

“Just then Mrs.Winslow came around 
the turn approaching the bridge and 
the crash came so quickly it was diffi- 
cult to tell just how it happened. We 
jumped out and assistel in taking the 
injured out of the wreckage.” 

Recalls Mount Case. 


The events which led up to the fatal 
auto accident were strikingly similar to 
those which led to the disappearance 
of Leighton Mount, a freshman at 
Northwestern university, in Septem- 
ber, 1921. In that year the sophomores 
at the university had seized upon a 
number of the freshmen, ducking some 
in Lake Michigan. Companions of 
Mount said he was among those ducked 
and when he failed tomppear at school

A NEW JAIL—WHEN? 


WHERE? HOW? 

County Board President Cermak's activities in 
favor of erection of a skyscraper jail and criminal 
courts building on the site of the present court- 
house and county jail should be welcome at least 
as a means of impressing upon the public the neces- 
sity of an improvement. They should prompt an 
educational discussion of the jail and courthouse 
problem. Whether or not we agree in detail with 
Mr. Cermak’s proposals is beside the point. 

All Chicagoans who have given the subject the 
slightest thought will, we believe, agree that we are 
most urgently in need of a new jail. The present 
structure is obsolete, insanitary, and overcrowded. 
By throwing together youths awaiting trial—per- 
haps innocent of crime—and hardened criminals 


resulting cost to society is far greater than the cost 
of a new jail would be. 

The question, then, appears to be not so much 
whether we should have a new jail as when, where, | 
and how we shall have it. Mr. Cermak’s efforts 
should earn an answer to the latter questions. He 


clais for erection of a combined county jail and 
criminal courts building in skyscraper form on the 
present site, which is owned in part by the city. 
The best arguments for that arrangement are 
the city’s ownership of property involved, the con- 
venience of the location, and the fact the neigh- 
borhood would have no legitimate complaint against 
its continued use for its present purposes, as prop- 
erty values are already subject to its influence. 
But there are sound arguments for choosing a 
location somewhere to the west, as on Illinois street 
near Milwaukee avenue, for instance. Property 
there would be cheaper than the present site. The 
new buildings could be erected while the present 
buildings were still occupied. Then the present 
site could be sold at a price which would meet a 
larke ‘part if not all of the expense of the new 
structures. P 
Certainly we need the jail. Any discussion 
which will help to promote it should be welcome. 
Any plan which will fill the need at a minimum of 
cost to the taxpayers should be seized upon.

Each upheaval has been notable for the pro 
greasive declint of fear and excitement whith ac- 
companied it.

Is 
the individual who reads these lines either excited 
or fearful? If he is a dry in drinking as well as 
in talking or voting, does his experience in Chicago 
lead him to believe that this “clean up” will clean 
up? If he is a wet, does his experience lead him 
to believe that he will now forcibly be made dry 
in practice, if not in spirit? 

If these individual drys and wets really expect 
much results from thig latest upheaval they believe 
enforcement of the prohibition laws {fs practicable. 
If they doubt it, they doubt the effectiveness of the 
laws. Thus, dry or wet, we now have before. us 
an opportunity to look into the future through our 
individual reaction to the present.

This quick weaving of 
phrases and snaring of words, printed 
without reyision, written to stand on 
its feet the first time, contains the 
imagery of real literature, entitled to 
rank with the best seller. In fact it 
is the best seller of them all”
